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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35U.S.C. 121 and 3 72 . 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 26-34, 56 (as it reads on nucleic acid) drawn to nucleic acid molecule. 

Group 11, claim(s) 35, 56 (as it reads on polypeptide) drawn to polypeptide. 

Group 111, claim(s) 36-37 (as it reads on antibody), 39 (as it reads on antibody), 56(as it reads on 
antibody) drawn to an antibody. 

Group IV, claims 36, 37 (as it reads on antisense), 38, 39 (as it reads on antisense), 56 (as it 
reads on antisense) drawn to antisense. 

Group V, claims 43 (as it reads on nucleic acid detection), 44, 48, drawn to nucleic acid 
detection. 

Group VI, claims 43 (as it reads on protein detection), drawn to peptide detection. 

Please note - claims 46-47 are method claims that depend from product claims. It is unclear if 
applicant is intending to claim a method or product. If applicant amends the claims to clearly 
recite a product or method that claims will be placed in the appropriate group. Additionally, 
claims 49-55 and 57 are use claims. It is unclear if the claims are process claims or product 
claims. If applicant amends the claims to clearly recite a product or method, the claims will be 
placed in their appropriate group. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I- VI do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the special technical feature of group I is considered 
to be a nucleic acid molecule comprising SEQ ID No. 1-8, a nucleic acid molecule that 
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hybridizes to SEQ ID No. 1-8, a nucleic acid molecule that has sufficient homology to SEQ ID 
No. 1-8, or a nucleic acid molecule that exhibits a genetic code degeneration relationship with 
respect to SEQ ID No. 1-8. Brennan et al. (US Patent 5474796) teaches an array having every 
possible permutation of a 3 mer and 10 mer oligonucleotide (see ex. 4, column 9 lines 15-60 and 
figure 1). Brennan et al teaches the array of every possible 10 mer, which encompasses a nucleic 
acid molecule that hybridizes to SEQ ID No. 1-8. Thus the technical feature linking the recited 
groups I- VI does not constitute a special technical feature as defined by PCX Rule 13.2, as it 
does not define a contribution over the prior art. 

3. Furthermore, for each group above, applicant is required to elect one SEQ ID No. This 
not an election of species . Claim 26, 46-48 are claimed in Markush-type format. According to 
PCT Rule 13.2 and to the guidelines in Section (f)(i)(A) and Section (f)(i)(B)(l) of Annex B of 
the PCT Administrative instructions, all alternatives of a Markush group must have a common 
property or activity and a common structure. The nucleic acid sequences of the abovementioned 
claims each have a different chemical structure and do not share a common structure. 
Furthermore, the nucleic acid sequences do not share a contmion property or activity in that each 
sequence has a difference response after grafting (See figure 2 and figure 7). Upon election of 
any group that contains any of the aforementioned claims, Applicant is required to elect one of 
the members of the group set forth in the claim. This is not an election of species, but an election 
of a distinct invention, owing to the fiinctional and structural differences between the members 
of the Markush-like group. 

4. Claims 40-42 and 45 link(s) inventions group V and VI. The restriction requirement 
among the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 40-42 
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and 45. Upon the indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as 
to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise 
requiring all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully examined 
for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 04 Claims that require all the limitations of an 
allowable linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior 
to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earher. Amendments submitted after final rejection 
are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 
1.312. 

Applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, the allowable linking claim, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections 
over the claims of the instant application. Where a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 
USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 

5. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are subsequently found 

allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of 
the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. All claims directed to a nonelected 
process invention must require all the limitations of an allowable product claim for that process 
invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims and 
the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be fully 
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examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to be allowable, the rejoined 
claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35 U.S. C. 101, 1 02, 
103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product are found allowable, an otherwise proper 
restriction requirement between product claims and process claims may be maintained. 
Withdrawn process claims that are not commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim 
will not be rejoined. See MPEP § 821.04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder 
in accordance with the above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be 
amended during prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so 
may result in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement is 
withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01.
